Parcel Each Week, 

Writes Fred Evans 

In a prisoner of war letter 
dated Feb. 21, received last week 
by his family, Sgt. Fred Evans, 
writes; "Due to a lucky deal, I 
was able to acquire this extra 
form — I'm not always so lucky. 
The weather today is delightful 
and we have been very fortunate 
having a fairly mild winter. I 
am in the convalescent block of 
the camp at present and hope to 
stay here a while longer, thus 
missing the shackling. 

"A new establishment has 
come through and we now get a 
whole Red Cross parcel each per 
week. This sure helps a whole 
lot to fill the hole. Don't know 
where you got the ideas about 
the lovely fish and vegetables but 
they are all screwy. Believe me, 
if it wasn't for the parcels, we 
would be mighty hungry/' 

Mrs. Evans said that she was 
told that if she could put some- 
thing in her letters that was 
complimentary to do so. So she 
made the remark that he would 
get lovely, fish and vegetables 
over there. Evidently he doesn't 
get them. 

The department of national dc- 
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SGT. EVAN'S 

fence has advised Mrs. Evans 
that it has received information 

from Berlin through the Inter- 
national Red Cross that when 
Sgt- Evans was captured he was 

"suffering from a gunshot wound 
in the left cheek" but that at the 
beginning of March his condition 
was reported as good.

For some time the possibility 
of organizing township school 
areas in East Gwiliimbury town- 
ship has been discussed. The 
original prooosal was an area 
comorising all the school sections, 
administered by one board of five 
members elected by a general 
vote 

However, it was pointed out 
♦hat this plan might result in an 
unequal' representation for the 
different parts of the township. 
Therefore, it has been suggested 
that the township be divided into 
two areas. 

The western area would in- 
clude school sections 1. 2, 3, 4 t 5. 
T. 8 and 15, with a teaching staff 
of ten teachers. One board of 
five trustees would be elected 
from the eight sections to ad- 
minister the schools. The assess- 
ment of this area would be ap- 
proximately $1,065,440. 

The eastern area would include 
-ections 6, 9, 10, II, 12. 13, 14 and 
the union school at Brownhill, 
with a teaching staff of nine 
teachers. One board of five 
trustees would be elected from 
the eight sections at the same 
time and in the same manner as 
the township councillors. The 
assessment in this area would be 
S768.175. AH the schools would 
remain open as at present. 

Many advantages would accrue 
from such an arrangement, it is 
said. Some of the most appar- 
ent arc: 

1 A more equal school privilege 
for each pupil would be provided, 
and a more equitable distribution 
of school costs would be possible. 

2 AH schools could be brought 
to the same level in equipment 
znd. efficiency. 

3 The cost would be lower for 
tho same services. 

4 A marked increase in grants 
would result. At least $800 
would be paid to each area or 
$1,600 for the whole township, 
which is more than the cost of 
running the average township 
school for one year. 

5 Better opportunities to co- 
operate in improving educational 
services for the whole township 
would result. 

The present school buildings 
are quite adequate to serve the 
township for many years; conse- 
quently no expensive building 
program would be necessary. 

There are now 165 township 
school areas, including 863 sec- 
tions, in the province of Ontario, 
in every case the system has re- 
sulted in satisfaction and in an 
improvement of the schools. 

In order to give the public of 
the township more information 
on the plan. Dr. V. K. Greer, 
chief inspector of public, and 
separate schools, will speak in the 
township hall at Sharon on April 
20, at 6 p.m. -

Lack of physical well- 
being colors your mental outlook. 

"Vitamin Bl is the morale build- 
er.

If you 
have not sufficient, you are 
fatigued, mentally depressed, lack 
interest and enthusiasm and have 
a poor appetite. Bl Is very im- 
portant and is found in whole 
grain cereals, whole wheat bread 
ind rolled oats. Bl Is soluble in 
water. 

"Don't over-cook vegetables and

| sink but use for soups and gravies. 
In cooking, avoid the use of soda, 
as It destroys the vitamins. Get- 
ting vitamins from fowl Is cheaper 
than buying vitamin pills.

Henry Cotton was chairman of 
the iuvenilc committee and 
would submit plans for beauti- 
fication of the school grounds to 
t board committee before pro- 
ceeding with the work. 

Representatives of the schools 
nnd a member of the public 
school board, L. H. Bovair, were 
serving on the juvenile com- 
rnittee. Mr. Williams said. 
Three hundred shrubs and trees 
are on order for the schools," he 
stated. 

A juvenile spring show in con- 
junction with the annual peony 
show about the last Saturday in 
June, bird house competitions for 
grades five and six, and seven 
and . eight, and a juvenile fall 
show displaying vegetables from 
the Victory gardens, were among 
tentative plans outlined - by Mr. 
William?. 

"There will be no cost to the 
school board," he stated. Mr. 
Williams asked if n low, muddy 
spot at the King George school 
could he raised, so that planting 
might be done. 

"I have always felt that our 
school grounds could be im- 
proved," stated Secretary R, L. 
Pritchard. 

"I think that the Horticultural 
Society has started something on 
which we have been a little lax," 
said Mr. Bovair. "In towns like 
Ortllia the schools arc a centre 
of beauty. Alexander Muir* 
school is. the best off. but much 
could be done at the King George 
I school." 

Dr. G. E. Ca>:e expressed him- 
self in favor of beautification 
"'without interfering with them 
las playgrounds, which is their 
fundamental purpose." 

"I would very much like to see 
our school grounds, particularly 
the King George school, in the 
centre of the town, beautified," 
said Frank Bolhwell. "'Hie 
grounds could be improved with 
I shrubs that would not interfere 
| with play."
